Presidential election. 
What has happened to this 
form er D em ocratic stronghold? 
Actually, the “ Solid South” has 
ro t 
gone 
solidly 
Democratic 
since 1944, when President Frank 
lin D. Roosevelt won his fourth 
term . 
In 1948, 
four rebellion* 
Southern 
states 
—- 
Alabama, 
Louisiana, Mississippi and South 
Carolina — gave their electoral 
votes to states Rights candidate 
Sen. Strom Thurmond (D. S. C.) 
instead of the Democrat, H arry 
S. Truman. 
Then. 
President 
Eisenhower 
cracked the “ Solid South” in 
both of his Presidential races, 
taking flo rid a, Tennessee, Tex­ 
as and Virginia 
in 1952, and 
those 
four 
plus 
Louisiana 
in 
1956. it was the first time since 
1928, when Al Smith headed the 
Dem ocratic 
ticket, 
that 
any 
Southern states had voted Re­ 
publican. 
T hreats to D em ocrats — T his^ 
year, the onee-fim i hold of the 
Dem ocrats on the South is threat­ 
ened by a combination of Dixie- 
crat and Republican pressures: 
Relations 
between 
Southern 
state D em ocrats and the nation­ 
al party 
becam e increasingly 
cooler during the term of form er 
Democratic 
national chairm an 
Paul M. Butler. He antagonized 
the South with his uncomprom­ 
ising pro-civil rights statem ents 
and fys get-tough attitude to­ 
ward the South on such party 
m atters as dues-payments. 
The issue of civil rights has 
further alienated Southerners in 
Congress from their more lib­ 
eral D em ocratic colleagues. Civ­ 
il rights bills passed Congress 
in both 1957 and 1960. 
The civil rights platform ad­ 
opted by the D em ocratic nation­ 
al convention in July was a bit­ 
ter blow to Hie South. It, pius 


some economic passages in the 
platform, has brought continuous 
condemnation from 
below the 
Mason-Dixon line. 
The nomination of Sen. John 
F. Kennedy (D-Mass.) was ac­ 
complished against the opposi­ 
tion for the top spot of Sen. 
Lyndon B. Johnson (D-Texas), 
for whom 
80 
percent 
of the 
Southern votes at the convention 
were cast. 
Johnson's presence on the tick­ 
et as vice presidential nominee 
was a sop to the South much 
diluted by the national Demo­ 
cratic party efforts to present 
Johnson to the country as a prac­ 
tical liberal under whose leader­ 
ship in the Senate the first civ­ 
il rights laws in 82 years were 
passed. 
In addition, perhaps the strong­ 
est anti-Catholic sentiment gen­ 
erated by Kennedy’s religion is 
found in the South. Tennessee s 
Gov. Buford Ellington has said 
it would be the most im portant 
issue in his sta te’s voting. 


Independent 
E lector Plan — 
There are two direct threats to 
Democratic victory in the South: 
first, independent electors and 
second, strenuous efforts by the 
Republicans 
to 
pick 
up 
the 
states. 
The electing of unpledged elec­ 
tors rather than those hound to 
m ajor party candidates could 
prevent either m ajor candidate 
from receiving the required m aj­ 
ority in the electoral college in 
the Nov. 8 election. Then the 
election would be thrown into 
the 
House of 
Representatives 
where the South would have 
greater bargaining power. 
Mississippi 
D em ocrats 
have 
adopted a plan whereby Demo­ 
cratic voters m ay elect indepen­ 
dent Presidential electors. Six 
of the l l candidates for elector 
on 
the 
Alabam a 
Democratic 
ticket will be unpledged. 
Three other states — Florida, 
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O o rg ia and South Carolin* have 
movements in the works which 
might result in selection of un­ 
pledged electors. The total in 
these five states would he 44 
electoral votes. 


Republican Plans — Actually 
the independent elector move­ 
ment 
would 
be 
more 
likely 
merely to keep either m ajor 
party from winning the states 
involved than to cause the elec­ 
tion to go to the House. 
But in addition to this move­ 
ment, 
many 
im portant 
party 
leaders in Southern states — 
such as Sen. H arry Flood Byrd, 
Dem ocratic strong m an in Vir­ 
ginia — are staying silent, fail­ 
ing to support the Democratic 
ticket. 
This will help the Republican 
efforts in the .South which al­ 
ready have been stepped up be­

Vice President Richard M. Nix­ 
on received in his two recent 
sorties into the South. 
He and his campaign advisors
